Tire Maintenance 

Fp samba in the tire industry have existed in one 

form or another since the beginning of the business. 
At first companies guaranteed purchasers that their casings 
would give 2,000 miles of service, and the purchasers were 
glad and somewhat surprised if they did. Then this guar-| 
antee rose to 3,000 miles, 4,000 miles and 5,000 miles. 
came a 
product that they ran away from their own guarantees. 
Tires that were warranted to give 5,000 miles of service 
actually gave 10,000 or 12,000 miles. 

Then the tire companies generally 
anteeing a product of the sort that they put out was an 
ilogical procedure. They produced a standard piece of 
merchandise, just like a thousand other products, the manu- 
facturers of which stood behind their goods, as any reputable 
manufacturer does, but did not find it necessary to guar- 
antee length of service. For a time the guarantee of mile- 
age fell into innocuous desuetude. 

Now, however, there seems to be some tendency to re- 
turn to the guarantee or to give a similar assurance in an- 
other form. A tire was recently offered to the public with 
a guarantee of 24,000 miles of service. Another company 
offers a tire which it promises to maintain in passenger 
car service for one year “against failure due to any cause 
whatsoever.”* 

We wonder whether this presages a return to the 
old-fashioned guarantee system? It would seem that 
with tires as good as they are today, there is no need for 
the manufacturers to give a guarantee of specific mile- 
age. Yet who can tell what competition may accomplish? 


According to a British contemporary motorists visiting 
Blackpool Park on the prominade bring their own refresh- 
ments and patronize the local shops only to the extent of de- 
manding hot water to make tea.
